The  spare  taken  is  in  the  Geenhut,  form¬ 
erly  the  Siegel-Cooper  Store  building,  on  the 
east  side  of  Sixth  Avenue,  from  Eighteenth 
to  Nineteenth  Street,  and  the  Oreenhut  an¬ 
nex,  which  buildings  were  used  as  a  hospital 
by  the  War  Department  during  the  war  and 
until  recently. 

The  lease  covers  about  twelve  acres  of 
floor  space,  which  Is  about  the  area  of  the 
proposed  structure  to  be  erected  by  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank  on  the  Malden  Lane, 

Liberty  and  Nassau  Street  block.  The  area 
is  one  and  a  half  times  as  large  as  City  Hall 
Park.

THE  BIBLE  FACTS  ABOUT  THE  LORD’S 
SUPPER. 


VALEDICTORY 


(E.  L.  Wesson.) 

In  a  previous  article  I  tried  to  show  that  the 
only  mystery  about  the  lord's  Supper  grew  out 
of  the  language  used  In  the  first  celebration,  and 
that  that  mystery  becomes  perfectly  plain  If  we 
let  the  words  "this  Is  my  body,”  etc.,  etc.,  mean 
this  represents  my  body,  as  number  of  Scriptures 
show  such  expressions  have  to  be  Interpreted;  and 
not  to  grant  that  creates  endless  mystery  and  con¬ 
fusion;  which  make  that  Scripture  untrue  which 
says,  "God  Is  not  the  author  of  confusion."  Wo 
must  keep  In  mind  that  the  Bible  was  not  written 
for  the  classes  but  for  the  masses.  God  never  In¬ 
tended  that  some  men  should  be  Infallible  inter¬ 
preters  of  Hjs  word,  but  that  everybody  should 
study  it  and  understand  Its  great  truths  as  a  dl 
vine  message  to  all.  But  back  to  facts  Bbout  the 
supper. 

Here  is  a  fact  which  but  few  seem  to  have  noticed. 
It  is  this:  There  is  only  one  instance  of  the  actual 
celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  Bible.  I 
mea  nthat  there  is  only  one  actual  descriptive 
account  of  Its  celebration  given.  That  one  In¬ 
stances  is  the  account  of  Its  Institution  and  cele¬ 
bration  by  Jesus  Christ  and  the  apostles.  Paul 
refered  to  Its  celebration  In  1.  Cor.  10:16,  17;  11: 
23-29;  and.  supposedly,  in  5:8-13,  but  he  does  not 
give  a  description  of  an  actual  celebration  of  the 
rite,  except  in  his  description  of  the  first  celebra¬ 
tion  under  the  administration  I of  the  Lord  Him¬ 
self.  *  t  2:42  and  20:1-11  are  supposed  to  refer 
to  tl  ia>rd's  Supper,  but  they  give  no  descrip¬ 
tive  account  of  an  actual  celebration  of  It,  but 
mere  statements  that  about  certain  things  that 
were  done. 

The  fact  shuts  us  up  to  the  instltltition  and 
first  celebration  of  the  ordinance  under  Christ 
Himself  for  all  our  Information  as  to  what  was 
done  and  how  to  do  when  we  celebrate  the  Sup¬ 
per.  In  1  Cor.  5:8-13  Paul  makes  no  statement 
about  what,  nor  how  to  do  In  celebrating  the:  rite, 
but  refers  wholly  to  church  discipline  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  its  celebration.  And  in  1  Cor.  10:16-22 
he  simply  tells  what  the  Supper  is,  or  represents 
and  shows  that  it  is  n6t  right  for  Christians  to  eat 
in  feasts  to  Idols.  And  In  1.  Cor.  11:17-34  his 
entire  message  Is  a  correction  and  a  warning.  He 
refers  to  having  delivered  the  supper  to  them  and 
tells  them  that  he  gave  it  to  them  Just  as  he  re- 
celviAl  it  from  the  Lord  Then  he  quotes  almost 
exactly  the  account  of  the  institution  and  first 
celebration,  as  is  given  in  the  Gospel  accounts  of 
it.  1  want  to  repeat  the  fact  that  there  is  no 
actual  descriptive  account  of  the  celebration  of 
the  Supper  given  in  the  entire  Scriptures,  except 
the  account  of  Its  Institution  and  first  celebra¬ 
tion.  We  may  Infer  that  the  account  given  In 
Acts  20:7-11  is  an  account  of  the  celebration  of 
the  rite,  but  it  will  be  only  an  inference,  and  even 
then  there  is  no  description  given  of  how  they 
did.  Nothing,  only  that  Paul  broke i bread  and  ate 
and  talked  til  daylight.  We  are  actually  driven 
back  to  the  institution  of  the  rite  of  our  Lord  for 
all  description  of  what  they  did  when  they  cele¬ 
brated  It.  We  are  fortunate  in  that;  for  only  one 
example  there  can  be  no  confusion. 

In  order,  then,  to  get  the  exact  facts  about  what, 
and  how  they  did  in  celebrating  the  Supper,  we 
must  turn  to  Matt.  26.  Mk.  14.  and  to  Lk.  22.  Turn¬ 
ing  to  these  Scriptures  we  learn  that 'the  Supper 
was  Instituted  in  the  guest  chamber  of  a  man's 
house.  Second,  we  learn  that  Christ  and  the 
asposties  first  celebrated  the  passover  meal ;  the 
memorial  of  Israel's  deliverance  from  Egypt, 
which  occurred  at  that  tirpe  of  year  some  1620 
years  before.  Third,  we  learn  that  at  the  close  of 
the  passover  meal  Christ  Instituted  the  Supper 
by  taking  the  bread  and  giving  thanks  and  giv¬ 
ing  it  to  the  asposties,  saying,  “This  is  my  body 
which  is  given  for  you;  this  do  in  remembrance 
bf  me."  Then  taking  the  cup  and  giving  it  to 
them,  saying,  "This  cup  is  the  New  Testament  In

Matthew  says  that  In  giving  them  the  cun  He 


salaries  and  many  gifts  do  not  necessarily  mean 
ease — by  no  means.  But  I  know  the  power  of 
these,  for  I  have  willfully  turned  from  them  for 
what  I  considered  the  greater  inthrpst  of  the 
kingdom.  But  I  have  not  suffered.  My  salary 
has  never  gone  unpaid  a  month  at  a}  time,  and  I 
have  realized  the  truth  of  the  promise  of  our  Lord 
when  He  said;  "Seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of  God 
and  His  righteousness,  and  ail  these-  things  shall 
be  added."  T  am  happy  believing  that  hitherto 
the  Lord  hath  led  me.  No  joy  can  compare  with 
this.  Not  one  change  have  I  made  since  the  be- 
gaining  of  my  ministerial  life  but  what,  as  I  look 
back,  impresses  me  that  the  Lord  was  leading. 

As  I  look  around  I  am  satisfied.  Looking  North 
and  South  and  East  and  West,  a  Baptist  school 
is  before  me  in  Mississippi.  The  denomination  is 
unified  and  our  educational  work  has  recognition 
in  all  parts  of  the  state  as  a  result  of  the  Baptist 
75  Million  Campaign.  "The  Lord  hath  done  great 
things  for  us;  whereof  we  are  glad.”  It  seems 
that  His  hand  is  apparent  on  every  side  as  He 
is  accomplishing  things  in  a  larger  way  than  we 
with  our  finite  minds  can  concieve.  His  achieve¬ 
ments  outgrow  our  plans  so  fast  that  the  patterns 
for  yesterday  must  be  discarded  today,  for  new 
and  larger  ones.  The  future  is  glorious.  The 
pillow  of  the  cloud  of  the  Lord  by  day  and  His 
pillow  of  fire  by  night  are  leading  us  on.  We 
have  come  to  the  hour  when  a  great  educational 
giant  is  needed  for  a  leader.  I  have  no  doubt  but 
what  the  Lord  Is  preparing  one.  We  have  come 
to  a  new  day  in  ouy  school  life  Our  people  are 
going  to  provide  the,  money.  Now,  we  need  men 
as  educators  whose  visions  are  broad  enough  to 
see  the  needs  and  the  possibilities  of  the  denomi¬ 
national  school.

Jesus  talked  with  them  at  the  time 
but  those  are  the  things  that  they  did,  according 
to  the  records  given. 

There  is  nothing  whatever  said  about  how  they 
were  to  do  in  celebrating  the  rite,  nor  about  any¬ 
thing  having  to  come  before  its  celebration.  They 
were  simply  told,  "this  do  In  remembrance  of  me." 
The  idea  that  baptism  must  come  before  eating  at 
the  Lord’s  Supper  Is  a  generally  accepted  position, 
but  it  Is  purely  an  inference.  There  is  not  one 
word  said  in  the  Scriptures  about  any  such  thing. 
There  is  good  grouud  for  the  inference,  but  that 
does  not  make  It  a  fact  It  Is  wholly  an  Inference. 
The  commission,  as  given  In  Matthew,  put  making 
disciples  first,  then  “baptising  them,”  then 
"teaching  them  to  observe  all  things"  commanded 
by  the  Lord.  As  given  by  Mark,  believe  is  put  be¬ 
fore  baptize,  and  on  ePntlrost  repent  and  be  bap¬ 
tized  are  joined  together.  All  of  this  leads  us  to 
infer  that  baptism  should  follow,  Immediately  af- 
ter  believing  in  Christ,  which  by  the  records  was 
the  usual,  though  not  the  universal  rule.  This  Infer¬ 
ence  has  led  to  the  other  Inference  that  baptism 
should  precede  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Sup¬ 
per.  That  Is  good  reasoning,  and  the  Inference 
may  be  correct,  but  It  Is  only  an  inference.  The 
Scriptures  say  nothing  whatsoever  about  it.  The 
Scriptures  are  absolutely  silent  as  to  anything  re¬ 
garding  the  celebration  of  the  Supper.  The  influ¬ 
ences  may  be  good  and  logical,  but  they  are  only 
deductions  from  certain  things,  and  Baptists  have 
never  encouraged  following  Inferences,  or  deduc¬ 
tions.  We  have  asked  of  others  a  plain  "thus 
salth  the  Lord,”  and  have  said  that  we  go  by 
that  rule.  But  the  facts  are,  there  Is  no  "thus  salth 
the  lord”  about  what  should  precede  the  Lord’s 
Sqpper.  The  facts  of  what  Jesus  did  are  given, 
soi  that  we  can  see  v^hat  and  how  He  did.  and  that 
enps  it.  The  balance  is  Inference. 

There  being  no  descriptive  account  of  a  celebra¬ 
tion  of  the  Supper  given,  except  the  account  Of 
its  institution  and  first  celebration,  and  nothing 
'  whatever  said  elsewhere  about  how  to  celebrate  it, 
or  about  any  necessary  prerequisites  to  its  cele¬ 
brations,  we  are  shut  up  to  the  records  of  its  ln- 
\  stltutlon  for  the  facts,  and  must  stop  there  if  we 
confine  ourselves  to  the  facts.  What  the  records 
say,  we  can  state  as  facts,  but  deductions  from 
what  they  say,  and  from  other  Scriptures  that  do 
not;  say  plainly  "do  this  way,"  must  be  given  as 
inferences.  It  Is  a  fact  that  Jesus  did  not  say  one 
wofd  about  anything  whatever  having  to  precede 
the!  celebration  of  the  Supper.  Neither  did  any 
onej  of  the  New  Testament  writers. 

Do  not  misunderstand  me.  I  am  weaving  no 
theory.  I  am  simply  stating  facts.  The  facts 
are  that  neither  Jesus  nor  the  aspostles  ever  said 
one  word  about  who  should  eat  the  Lord’s  Supper 
whpn  it  should  be  celebrated,  nor  about  anything 
whatever  having  to  go  before  Its  celebratlonn.  Al^ 
of  the  fences  built  up  around  the  celebration  of 
the  Supper,  while  they  may  be  for  the  best,  are  all 
built  out  of  pure  inferences. 

I  mean  this:  Because  Jesus  had  with  him  none 
but  the  twelve,  who  went  with  Him  constantly  as 
His  body  of  organized  workers,  when  He  Insti¬ 
tuted  the  Supper,  and  because  He  committed  to 
theqj  the  Supper  to  keep  in  remembrance  of  Him¬ 
self)  and  because  in  giving  the  commission  He 
put  making  and  baptizing  disciples  before  "teach¬ 
ing  Jhem  to  observe  all  things,”  and  because  Paul 
spoke  of  discipline  In  connection  with  the  celebra¬ 
tion  of  the  Supper,  in  I.  Corinthians  5;  and  be¬ 
cause  he  rebuked  the  church  at  Corinth  for  not 
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But  the  7&  pillion  Campaign  has  a  wider  out¬ 
look  and  a  far  more  significant  purpose  than  that 
that  of  simply  providing  for  the  finances  of  king¬ 
dom  undertakings. 

If  all  we  get  (out  of  this  campaign  Is  four  mil¬ 
lion  dollars,  thdn  we  "annot  call  U  a  success. 

Its  serious  purpose.  Its  ultimate  aim  is  the  en¬ 
listment  of  all  i  of  our  people  and  all  of  our 
churches  In  the  work  of  preaching  the  glad  tid¬ 
ings  of  salvatlop  to  lost  men  and  women  through¬ 
out  the  whole  wfold. 

The  time  has  come  In  the  history  of  Baptists 
when  they  must!  take  seriously  the '-commands  of 
Christ.  If  we  hake  been  commissioned  by  the  Mas¬ 
ter  to  tell  the  w  hole  world  the  story  of  God’s  love 
-  then  It  Is  time  We  were  setting  ourselves  to  the 
task.  If  sin  is  universal  and  death  reigns  upon 
all  men  because  of  sin;  If  there  is  a  universal 
remedy  for  sin;  nf  no  man  can  be  saved  without 
the  application  of  this  universal  sin-remedy;  if 
Christ  is  that  renedy  and  every  one  who  accepts 
him  Is  saved;  If  ho  one  can  accept  him  who  has 
not  heard  of  him,  and  If  they  cannot  hear  without 
a  preacher  and  11  they  cannot  preach  except  they 
be  sent;  Jf  this  universal  sin-remedy  has  been 
committed  to  Baptists,  then  great,  overwhelming, 
all  absorbing  Is  their  world-responsibility,  and  the 
time  has  come  fqr  them  to  make  this  their  first 
and  superlative  duty. 

We  would  be  untrue  to  Christ,  to  his  people, 
and  to  a  lost  world  If  we  did  not  keep  on  in  the 
campaign  until  every  church  In  the  state  bad 
taken  Its  place  In  jlhe  ranks  of  the  Lord’s  anointed 
workers.

These  are  the  simple  facts  about  the  Supper,  as 
given  In  the  Scriptures.  Jesus  did  not  say  of  the 
celebration  of  the  Supper,  “follow  mw  example;” 
but  He  gave  us  the  example,  and  never  gave  us 
explicit  Instruction^  bow  to  do  In  words.  Why 
not  then  quit  fnfeitrlng  this  or  that  and  follow 
His  example?  We  would  then  have  uniformity 
In  practice  in  the  observance  of  the  Supper,  as  we 
have  in  baptism;  and  that  would  end  misunder¬ 
standing  and.  confusion.  Why  are  we  told  Just 
when  Jesus  celebrated  the  Supper  aud  just  bow 
He  did.  If  He  did  not  Intend  It  as  an  example  for 
us??  We  do  not  have  to  Infer  what  and  how  He 
did  because  that  Is  given  In  the  records  of  His 
deeds,  but  we  have  to  Infer  that  He  wants  us  to 
do  Just  as  He  did,  bet  a  use  He  said  nothing  about 
It  But  la  not  Hla  exampls  the  best  thing  that 
we  can  fellow.  In  the  absence  of  plain  words  how 
to  do?  Then  let  ua  follow  Him. 


they  broke  bread  oh  the  first  day  of  the  week 
Chrlstlap*  should  celebrate  the  Supper  every  Sun¬ 
day.  Blit  we  know  that  is  only  an  Inference:  for 
the  Scriptures  say  nothing  about  It.  But  it  is  a 
nice  Inference,  and  has  deceived  many.  Infer¬ 
ences  lie,  underneath  all  of  the  practices  about 
which  Christians  dlRer  so  widely.  If  we  could 
stick  to  tihe  facts  the  dlRerences  would  die. 

Jesus  fold,  "follow  me,”  therefore  we  must;  but 
when  wo!  have  no  plain  statement  of  Just  what 
and  how  |to  do,  Whst  shall  we  follow?  My  answer 

is,  follow;  His  example.  In  one  place  He  said,  "I 
have  giv^n  you  an  example,  that  we  sould  do  as  I 
have  don^  unto  you.”  And  Peter  said  of  Christ’s 
suReringp.  "Christ  suRered  for  us,  leaving  us  an 
example,  jthat  we  should  follow  His  stops." 

We  foljow  His  example  In  bapUpm  He  no¬ 
where  saj-s,  “go  down  Into  the  water,”  but  He 
went  dow|n  Into  it;  and  Phillip  and  the  eunuch 
both  went  down  into  it,  therefore  we  go  down  into 

it.  We  follow  the  example  of  our  Lord  in  many 
things  whiere  it  Is  not  said  plainly  Just  how  to  do, 
and  It  is  certain  that  we  cannot  improve  on  His 
example.  !  Paul  followed  His  example  and  aald 
"Be  ye  followers  of  me,  even  as  I  also  am  of 
Christ."  |  Why  not,  then,  follow  Christ’s  example 
In  the  celebration  of  the  8upper,  since  He  has  not 
said  plainly  just  how  to  do?  Why  leave  HU  ex¬ 
ample  and  go  by  Inference  In  keeping  the  Supper 
and  lnslett  on  following  Him  In  beptUm? 
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void  of  offense  toward  God  and  men  always.” 
The  average  Pharisee  had  only  a  racial  pride  in 
his  religion  and  no  personal  experience  with  God. 
When  a  man  became  a  Christian,  or  "got  re¬ 
ligion"  he  became  a  sectarian  In  their  view. 

If  a  man’s  religion  being  genuine  and  his 
faith  sincere  make  irtrn  singular  and  separate 
him  from  the  formalist,  he  is  likely  to  be  called 
a  sectarian.  If  he  loves  the  truth  and  adheres  to 
It,  valuing  it  more  than  the  favor  of  men,  he  is 
liable  to  be  called  a  sectarian.  If  he  will  not  sur¬ 
render  his  convictions  to  pressure  put  Upon  hint 
by  others,  but  maintains  his  loyalty  to  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  the  word,  he  is  sure  to  be  Judged  a  sec¬ 
tarian.  In  this  case  he  can  humbly  count  his  con¬ 
demnation  his  glory. 


forced.  Second,  they  must  be  not  only  personal 
but  timely;  that  is  the  suitable  expression  of 
genuine  inward  experience  at  the  moment 
You  can’t  make  a  child  good  by  boxing  his  ears 
and  you  can’t  make  a  true  worshipper  of  God 
by  imposing  certain  religious  observances.  This 
does  not  forbid  bringing  all  proper  instruction 
and  spiritual  influences  to  bear  on  others,  for 
Jesus  paid:  “Constrain  them  to  come  In;”  but  It 
does  mean  that  these  constraining  influences 
must  be  on  the  will  and  the  understanding.  They 
must  bring  an  Intelligent  and  voluntary  response, 
and  must  not  be  by  force  or  such  pressure  as 
hinders  the  free  action  of  the  mind. 

There  is  a  nice  point  here,  and  it  will  take  tact 
and  deftness  to  do  right  and  avoid  the  wrong.  In

A  short  while  back  there  was  a  fad  among  the 
novelty  loving  public  of  having  “womanlcss  wed- 
r  dings.”  This  scribe  was  never  privileged  to  at¬ 
tend  one  and  cannot  describe  them  from  experi¬ 
ence,  but  the  grotesqueness  of  the  affair  was  its 
main  attraction.  Fat  men  were  dressed  as  flower 
girls;  six  footers  were  adorned  as  brides  and  so 
on  down  the  list.  The  incongruity  was  the  point 
of  Interest. 

Now  this  may  do  for  a  diversion  but  it  Is  Im¬ 
possible  as  a  habit  oy  a  regular  business.  This 
fact  is  what  we  want  to  stress  here  as  an  appli¬ 
cation  and  a  partial  interpretation  of  the  word  of 
Jesus  in  answer  to  the  complaint  that  he  did  not 
conform  to  the  customs  of  their  religious  leaders 
and  the  traditions  of ‘the  elders.  The  Pari  sees 
had  several  speciflc,  charges  against  him,  all  boar- 
lng  on  the  same  subject,  lack  of  conformity.  He 
ate  with  the  Publicans  and  sinners;  he  did  not  re¬ 
quire  his  disciples  to  fast;  he  did  not  observe  the 
formality  of  washing  bis  hands  before  eating;  he 
did  not  keep  the  Sabbath  according  to  their  stand¬ 
ard  and  custom. 

In  one  of  these  matters  they  cited  the  example 
of  his  friend  and  forerunner.  John  the  Baptist. 
They  said,  “The  disciples  of  John  the  Baptist  fast 
and  make  supplications;  likewise  also  the  disciples 
of  the  Parlsecs;  but  thine  eat  and  drink."  To 
them  this  was  as  unthinkable  as  in  China  twenty 
years  ago  would  bo  a  man  wearing  trousers 
or  going  without  a  cue;  or  as  the  reverse  of  this 
will  be  In  twenty  years. 

The  reply  of  Jesus  was:  "Can  ye  make'  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  brldechamber  fast  while-  the  bride 
groom  is  with  them.  But  the  days  will  come; 
and  whet)  the  bridegroom  shall  be  taken  away 
from  them,  then  will  they  fast  In  those  days.” 
Then  comes  the  saying  about  putting  new  wine 
into  old  wine  skins,  and  putting  a  piece  of  new 
cloth  on  an  old  garment 
Broadly  speaking  Jesus  says;  we  must  have 
regard  to  the  fitness  of  things.  A  thing  may  be 
proper  In  one  Circumstance  which  is  not  In  an¬ 
other;  may  be  .suitable  In  one  age  and  not  in 
another;  may  be  becoming  in  a  child  which  would  ' 
be  out  of  place  and  offensive  in  a  man;  might  be 
perfectly  permissible  In  one  stage  of  development 
phlch  would  be  incongruous  and  injurious  lu 
another;  might  even  bo  proper  and  right  in  one 
person,  but  wrong V«r  another. 

This  is  not  to  destroy  the  eternal  distinctions 
of  right  and  wrong,  but  to  distinguish^  between 
conventionalities  and  righteousness,  to]  make  a 
difference  between  essential  principles  and  mere 
rules  and  control  by  outward  restraint,  but  a  new- 
life.  It  is  not  scruples  about  eating  and  drink¬ 
ing  but  righteousness  and  peace  and  Joy  in  the 
Holy  Ghost.  It  Is  not  dobig  like  somebody  else, 
not  like  everybody  else,  but  It  Is  to  be  trans] 
figured  by  the  renewing  of  your  minds.  It  Is  not 
to  be  conformed  but  to  be  transformed.  People 
must  be  allowed  to  grow  up  into  Him  and  not 
stretched  out  Into  Him.

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COMPARATIVE  VALUES  IX  CHUKCH  AMI 
»  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

I  The  aerioua  article  of  Dr.  A.  T.  Robertson  in 
a  I  recent  issue  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  at¬ 
tracted  attention  in  various  quarters;  because  it 
tfeals  with  the  question,  which  is  troubling  jnahy 
pastors  and  others,  as  to  why  the  children  aad 
young  people,  sometimes  older  ones  also,  do  not 
.  attend  the  church  service  after  going  to  Sunday 
School.  Dr.  P.  E.  Burroughs  one  of  the  Sunday 
School  Secretaries  makes  a  sensible  repsonse  in 
a  jater  issue  of  the  same  paper,' Jjn  which  he  puts 
at|  least  part  of  (be  blame  on  the  sermon  and;fbe 
,  "order  of  service"  which  makes  so  little  appeal 
‘  to  young  people.  There  are  always  more  ways 
tlfen  one  Of  looking  at  a  thing  and  we  have  got 
tojlook  the  whole  question  through  and  around. 

|\Ve  do  not  enter  here  into  the  general  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  question,  nor  do  we  propose  to  de¬ 
termine  which  service  is  more  important.  It  |s 
rather  to  call  attention  to  the  place  and  Value 
of !  each  in  the  making  of  a  Christian  life.  We 
cotumonly  speak  of  one  as  a  preaching  service 
anil  the  other  as  k  teaching  service.  There  is  a 
disjunction  with  a  difference.  We  sometimes 
spo.ik  of  ode  as  the  Sunday  school  and  the  other 
as  jthe  church.  Frankly  we  do  not  like  this  dis¬ 
tinction  and  do  not  believe  it  is  true.  The  Sunda^ 
school  ought  to  be  the  church  doing  a  special 
wofk.  and  it  Is  when  properly  managed,  Some¬ 
times  one  is  called  the  hour  of  instruction  and 
tha  other  the  hour  of  worship,  Tfhls  is  proper; 
fori  at  one  hour  the  emphasis  fs  put  on  on* 
phase  and  is  changed  at  the  otjper  hour. 

Every  man  or  woman  is  dispajj^d  to  magnify 
htslowm  work  and  speciAl  office.  .Against  this  dis¬ 
position  Paul  cautions  when  he  says  (Rom.  12:8)1 
that  no  man  la  to  think  of  himself  more  highly 
thnii  he  ought  to  think.  The  sentence  that  fpM 
lows  shows  he  has  in  mind  the  different  kinds  o^ 
Christian  woyk  in  which  we  are  engaged.  We 
have  different  gifts  and  different  tasks,  but  the 
work  fs  one  and  there  Is  one  body.  However  each; 
one  is  to  give  himself  vigorously  to  bis  particular 
work:  "he  that  teacheth  to  his  teaching;"  wheth¬ 
er  prophecy,  to  our  prophesying;  or  ministry  to 
our  ministering;  or  exhoretb,  to  exhorting.  Each 
has  jits  or  his  place. 

Npw  what  Is  the  value  of  attendance  on  the 
teaching  service.  Plainly  that  we  may  study 
together  and  learn  from  one  another,  specially 
from  those  qualified  to  teach,  more  about  the 
wor<|  of  Cod.  What  is  the  purpo'se  and  value  of 
what  is  commonly  called  the  church  service’  It 
is  two  fold.  To  Induce  a  two  fold  response  In  the  j 
people  who  attend.  The  one  Is  the  response  of 
will  jancl  the  other  the  respone  of  worship.  The 
preaching  Is  to  produce  immediate  action.  It 
mus|  bring  people  to  decision;  not  decision 
rnerply  in  that  he  accepts  Jesus  as  Lord,  but  the 
will  to  Incorporate  Into  his  life  all  the  will  of 
•God.j  Specflcally  the  will  of  Cod  which  is.  de¬ 
clared  to  him  in  the  service  or  sermon.  The  ser¬ 
mon  jought  to  fit  some  Immediate  need.  Involving 
improvement  in  morals,  or  the  performance  of 
sornej  specific  duty  to  others,  some  service  ren¬ 
dered  to  others  in  need.  The  preaching  is  to'  get 
the  hjearer  to  do  what  he  ought  to  do.  The  teach¬ 
ing  ijs  to  get  him  to  know  what  he  ought  to 
knowl. 

The  preaching  is  also  to  Induce  worship,  that 
Is  to  ^rlng  the  sonl  face  to  face  with  Cod;  to  so 
revea)  him  in  his  holiness  and  power  and  wisdom 
and  Ibve  that  the  heart  responds  with  awe  and 
ho  make.  It  does  not  seem  that  these  two  serv¬ 
ices  were  intended  for  separate  classes  of  peo¬ 
ple.  oir  that  It  would  be  appropriate  or  possible 
for  oie  class  to  miss  either  service  without  Buf¬ 
fering  inestimable  loss. 

There  is  Just  as  large  a  field  in  Sunday  school 
for  gtown  people  and  as  great  need  as  there 
Is  for  pouftg  people.  God  Is  Infinite  and  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  Him  ts  Inexhaustible.  We  have  Just  be¬ 
gun  to  learn  of  him.  The  world  is  a  school  house 
and  sfhool  days  will  run  throughout  eternity; 
There}  Is  no  graduating  from  this  school.  All 
ought  (to  go  and  continue  to  learn.  The  pity  of  It 
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Is  that  so  few  actually  study.  On  tha  other  hand 
children  need  the  preaching  service  as  mnch  as 
grown  people  to  bring  their  mliidk  to  decisions, 
to  the  habit  of  deciding  promptly!,  of  willing  to 
do  the  will  of  God.  All  the  knowledge  that  one 
gets  in  all  the  departments  of  the  Sunday  school 
are  worse  than  uselss  If  the  will  ts  not  practiced 
In  accepting  and  reproducing  tie  will  of  Cod., 
And  the  greatest  truths  of  the  Bible  become  pro¬ 
fane  and  commonplace  If  the  spirit  of  worship 
,is  not  present  with  us  and  upon  us.  All  the  In¬ 
formation  In  the  catechisms  is  of  no  avail  unless 
they  are  kiindled  with  the  fires  of  devotion  and 
made  to  blaze  in  fervent  emotion  and  worship 
as  the  word  of  God  Is  preached  In  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  sent  down  from /heaven.  Teach¬ 
ing  may  gather  the  wood  and  place  It  upon  the 
‘altar;  but  preaching  is  the  wind  from  heaven 
that  blows  the  spark  Into  flame.'  The  man  or 
child  who  lacks  the  inspiration  which  comes  from 
preaching  will  never  worship  God  por  do  his  will. 


The  amount  which  the  Anti-Baloon  League 
is  asking  for  In  Mississippi  to  enforce  the  prohi¬ 
bition  law  and  extend  its  benefits  fs  2300,000.00.

The  Methodist  Centenary  Fund  will  provide 
9400,000  for  Negro  schools  in  five  annual  pay¬ 
ments.  Half  of  this  sum  will  go  to  Paine  College, 
Augusta.  Ga.,  the  church’s  training  school  for 
colored-  teachers  and  preachers.  The  other  half 
will  go  to  schools  owened  by  the  Colored  Method¬ 
ist  church.  In  addition  to  this  Southern  Metho- 
ists  are  assessed  $-52,000  annually  for  school 


and  evangelistic  work  among  Negtoes.  In  con¬ 
junction  with  the  colored  church  six  lnstltutes< 
for  preachers  will  be  annually  held,  bishops  and 
other  leaders  of  the  white  sod  colored  churches 
being  on  the  various  programs.  The  white  church 
will  meet  traveling  and  all  other  expenses  In 
excess  of  25  incurred  by  the  preachers  who  en¬ 
roll  as  students.  It  Is  hoped  by  this  co-operative 
plan' to  reach  a  large  percentage  of  the  preach¬ 
ing  force  of  the  colored  church. 

Study  causes.  See  what  la  producing  results. 
That  Is  the  place  to  work.  That  Is  the  sensible 
thin£  to  do.  A  certain  superintendent  of  an  In¬ 
stitution  for  Insane  was  accustomed  to  put  every 
new  patient  to  the  following  test:  confine  him  In 
a  vat  and  turn  a  hydrant  so  that  the  water  began 
to  fill  the  vat.  If  the  patient  became  alarmed 
and  showed  his  fright  by  Jumping  up  and  down 
and  screaming,  he  was  declared  hopelessly  In¬ 
sane:  on  the  other  hand  If  he  went  to  the  hy¬ 
drant  and  cut  the  water  off  there  was  a  good, 
prospect  of  recovery.  He  reasoned  from,  cause  to 
effect.  Now  according  to  this  rule  when  a  pastor 
or  church  knows  that  putting  the  Baptist  Record 
Into  the  homes  of  the  members  will  develop 
every  interest  In  the  church,  the  one  who  goes 
and  puts  the  paper  there  for  that  purpose  proves 
himself  a  most  sensible  man  or  church.  And  as 
Samantha  says,  Vice  versa  and  the  same. 

Dr.  R.  B.  Gunter  laid  down  bis  work  as  Sec¬ 
retary  or  the  Education  Commission  and  began 
his  work  aa  pastor  of  the  churches  at  Carthage,'

We 
have  worked  side  by  gtde  In  the  office  with  hfm 
for  a  long  time,  havej  from  its  beginning,  served 
on  the  Education  Commission  of  which  he  Is 
secretary,  and  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  him 
ran  say  we  have  never  known  a  truer  man.  He  la 
a  tireless,  patient  and  .wise  worker,  whose  labors 
for  education  In  Mississippi  have  never  bee* 
surpassed  by  any  man  jin  the  same  length  of  time. 
Nobody  will  find  any j  difficulty  In  trusting  and 
loving  him,  nor  any  dlsapolntment.

'This  article  was  kindly, 
forwarded  to  us  by  a  p  -omlnent  Southern  Baptist 
layman.  The  article  a its  forth  that  93.500,000 
will  be  paid  for  the  u  te  of  475,000  square  feet 
of  space  Id  the  old  6  egel-Cooper  Building  for 
ten  years  rent.  In  thU  immense  structure,  now 
known  as  the  Greenhut  Building,  the  Interchnrch 
Movement  will  occupy  the  entire  third,  fourth, 
fifth,  sixth  and  seventli  floors  snd  also  the  an¬ 
nex  of  the  building,  oijr  hand  I  would  thtnu,  art 
the  religious  denominations  In  America  do  not 
occupy  more  than  twelve  acres'  of  office  space 
for  their  administrative  boards.  But  the  new 
super-organization  stales  out  with  that  much. 
This  is  enough  spare  tol  contain  4.760  rooms  ten 
feet  square.  If  two  persons  occupy  each  room  of 
that  size  It  would  provide  office  spare  for  9.500 
workers.  We  will  assume  that  one-half  of  these 
are  secretaries  snd  thi  other  half  helpers.  In 
the  language  of  the  street,  that  Is  "some"  otftce 
space.  It  will  provide  fbr  quite  a  few  workers. 
When  we  consider  whet  these  gentlemen  have 
done .  before  they  do  anything,  there  Is  small 
wonder  that  they  are  aiklng  for  five  percent  of 
the  total  Income  for  benevolence  and  missions 
of  all  the  denominations  for  which  they  have 
offered  themselves  as  eaders.  Note  that  they 
have  rented  the  space  or  ten  years!  They  ex- 
Mct'lo  make  a  big  and  sustaiued  fight  for  the  . 
control  of  evangelical  nliglon  In  America.  Let 
not  Baptists  forget  that.’

CLOSING  THE  SURVEY  OF  ITALY. 

(J.  F.  Love,  Cor.  Sec'y.) 

Our  last  article  was  written  from  Rome.  This 
ip  written  from  Naples.  We  left  Rome  for  the 
extreme  south  eud  of  Italy  Friday  night,  Novem¬ 
ber  28th.  During  more  than  half  of  Saturday  we 
Were  skirting  the  picturesque  shore  of  the  Medi¬ 
terranean  Sea,  We  had  come  out  of  the  sorrows 
ojf  the  north  into  the  vineyards,  olive,  fig  and 
orange  groves  which  add  beauty  and  the  air  of 
prosperity  to  the  naturally  beautiful  shore-lipe. 
About  noon  we  passed  Scilla  and  could  see  Car- 
ibdls  across  the  historic  Strait,  and  the  memory 
of  the  orators  whom  we  heard  In  our  boyhood  was 
revived. 

In  the  afternoon  we  arrived  at  Reggio.  (See 
Rhegium  of  the  28th  Chapter  of  Acts.)  Pastor 
Ptigllese,  some  ,of  his  members,  and  some  young 
men  students  whom  he  has  attracted  to  him,  met 
us  at  the  station  and  gave  us  a  hearty  welcome. 
The  town  is  rebuilding  slowly  after  the  awful 
earthquake  some  ten  years  ago,  when  25,000  peo¬ 
ple  perished,  and  a  much  larger  number  in  M(s- 
sina  across  the  Strait.  We  were  much  pleased 
with  what  we  saw  of  our  work  In  Reggio.  We 
hive,  as  throughout  Italy,  Inadequate  quartets, 
but  the  pastor  and  people  hre  making  the  best  of 
th|e  situation.  A  school  with  200  students  is  con- 
duucted  by  one  of  the  members  of  the  church. 
Reggio  is  an  educational  center,  and  the  pastor  is 
showing  himself  adapted  to  work  among  youqg 
men.  Wc  have  a  good  lot  here  and  hope  to  butld- 
shortly. 

In  the  afternoon  of  Sunday  we  crossed  the 
Strait  to  Messina  in  Sicily  in  time  for  a  service 
at  the  church  In  this  city.  A  good  and  respectable 
audience  greeted  us,  and  although  our  visit  was  a 
brief  one,  we  enjoyed  It,  and  received  hope  for  our 
cause  in  Sclcily.  We  recrossed  the  Strait  that 
night  and  caught  train  at  Villa  S.  Giovanni  for 
Naples. 

Naples  Is  the  largest  city  In  Italy.  We  are  for¬ 
tunate  in  having  for  pastor  of  our  church  her*' 
Signor  Angelerl,  a  man  of  action,  speaking  abili¬ 
ty,  and  attractive  personality.  He  was  a  brave 
captain  during  the  war.  Our  church  has  134  mem¬ 
bers  and  sympathizers.  The  reception  which  was 
given  us  by  the  church's  youpg  people  was  highly 
enjoyed  and  showed  unusual  talent  among  those 
who  took  part  In  the  program. 

We  have  made  the  tourist  short  trip  to  Hercu- 
laneurn  and  Pompeii,  passing  but  not  ascending 
Vesuvius.  After  all  one  had  read  and  been  told 
of  Pompeii,  it  Is  still  a  wonder  when  he  sees  it 
for  the  first  time.  It  Is  evident  that  In  '59  this 
city  at  least  had  in  it  wealth,  culture  and  sin. 
Suqh  surprises  as  are  found  here  In  architectural 
an<|  sculptural  art.  in  frescoes  and  tiling.  The 
plumbing  and  water  system,  the  marble  show 
counters,  etc.,  seem  so  modern  that  one  Is  com¬ 
pelled  to  recast  his  thinking  both  concerning  that 
age  and  his  own.  The  first  century  was  not  so 
rustic  nor  is  the  20th  so  superior  and  advanced 
as  we  are  Inclined  to  think.  .There  Is  more  real 
art  in  Bingle  homes  in  Pompeii  than  whole  cities 
of  many  times  its  size  In  America  today.  There! 
Is  not  a  private  estate  in  any  Southern  (U.  S. ) 
city  which  'is  adorned  with  such  chiseled  grace 
and  beauty  as  home  and  gardens  of  Vettl  in  the 
Pompeii  of  nearly  two  thousand  years  ago.  No 
Southern  city  has  such  a  forum,  theatre,  or  public 
baths  as  have  been  uncovered  here. 

We  closed  the  Italian  conference  here  today  af¬ 
ter  two  days  of  rich  fellowship  and  serious  delib¬ 
eration.  About  30  pastors.  13  of  them  ex-prle*ta. 
have  attended.  We  came  to  Naples  praying  that 
a  profitable  meeting  might  be  held  .  We  arC  grati¬ 
fied  by  what  we  have  seeen.  We  feel  that  we 


known  our  Italian  brethren  bettor  and  love  them 
more.  They  have  entered  with  heartiness  and  in¬ 
telligence  into  the  Conference,  and,  unless  our 
spiritual  intuitions  are  at  faujt,  a  new  day  Is 
about  to  break  for  our  cause  in  this  beautiful  and 
wonderful  land.  Southern  Baptists  must  do  more 
than  they  have  done  for  this  strategic  mission 
field,  and  If  they  will  do  It,  the  Italian  brethren 
will  prove  the  wisdom  of  such  a  course  by  greater 
zeal,  a  corresponding  spirit  of  sacrifice  and 
achievement.  We  should  not  longer  suffer  such 
men  as  God  has  given  us  for  sertlce  here  to  make 
bricks  without  straw.  Some  of  these  men  arc 
among  the  first  scholars,  orator  sand  writers  -of 
Italy,  and  with  houses  which  will  give  an  air  of 
respectability  to  the  Baptist  cause,  they  are  sure 
to  get  the  ears  of  many  of  the  influential  citizens 
upon,  whom  -Romanism  has  lost  Its  hold. 

It  is  a  genuine  pleasure  to  sec  how  Dr.  D.  Q. 
Whittfnghlll  is  loved  and  trusted  by  the:  Italian 
brethren  for  whom  he  entertains  a  tender  affec¬ 
tion.  Sound  in  faithr  and  judgment,  true  In  char¬ 
acter  add  consecration,  he  Is  diligent  and  patient 
in  his  work.  The  large  confidence  which  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  have  In  him  Is  not  misplaced.  He  Is 
a  dependable  man.  The  theological  school  over 
which  he  presides  is  making  a  great  contribution 
to  the  cause  of  Christ  in  Italy,  «s  is  the  publica¬ 
tion  house  which  be  directs. 

We  sail  from  Tarranto  Saturday  night,  Dec.  6, 
for  Alexandria  and  Palestine.  Our  next  letter  will 
be  from  the  Near  East.

into  account  the  more  than  sixty  associations! 
minutes  printed  every  year,  as  well  as  a  vast  vol¬ 
ume  of  printing  done  by  the  people  of  the  state, 
some  of  Which  we  could  do. 

We  have  our  own  building  located  In  the  very 
heart  of  the  business  section  of -Jackson  The  at¬ 
torney  general  tells  that  we  will  not  have  to  pay 
taxes.  There  are  Baptist  printers  In  the  state 
who  would  be  glad  to  accept  employment  of  our 
Board  and  who  would  give  loyal  and  devoted  serv¬ 
ice  to  the  cause,  feeling  that  they  were  doing  mis¬ 
sionary  work. 

I  am  Just  wondering  if  there  are  not  a  few  big- 
hearted  Baptists  who  believe  in  this  thing  and 
who  are  like  the  man  mentioned  above,  willing  to 
put  a  few  thousand  dollars  Into  it. 

I  do  not  believe  that  money  could  be  put  Into 
anything  that  would  count  for.  more  in  the  king¬ 
dom  work.  Under  proper  management  it  could 
be  made  to  p4y  a  royal  dividend.  If  this  dividend 
were  used  on  the  Baptist  Record,  we  could  make 
the  price  of  the  paper  $1.00  a  yeitf,  and  1  believe 
with  a  subscription  price  of  $1.00>that  in  a  verv 
few  years  every  church  could  bh  induced  to  put 
the  Record  into  the  homes  of  Its  'membership. 
There  is  absolutely  nothing  (hat  wopld  mean  as 
murh  as  this. 

There  are  insignificant  sects  with  practically  no 
church  organization  which  are  rapidly  growing 
simply  through  the  distribution  of  literature.  Pas-' 
tor  Russell  gathered  followers  by  the  thousand? 
through  the  printed  page.  Every  kind  of  propa¬ 
ganda  resorts  to  the  printing  press  as  the  chief 
means  of  spreading  it  stenneta.  Shall  we  not  be 
as  wise  as  they? 

We  should  make  ourselves  ready  for  the  great¬ 
est  campaign  of  publicity  we  have  ever  waged.  We 
may  have  to  fight  for  'our  existence.  The  Inter- 
Church  World  Movement,  the  Federal  Churches 
Movement,  the  Union  propaganda  and  other  un¬ 
dermining  influences  are  begining  their  attack. 
We  must  proclaim  our  faith  If  we  would  Hve.  With 
a  printing  plant  of  our  own  we  are  Independent. 
Shall  we  put  in  one  as  a  part  of  our  mission 
work?  'j

It  is  said  that  two  or  three  hundred  years 
ago  it  was  not  uncommon  for  people  to  make 
coarse  Jokes  at  the  expense  of  a  man  suffering 
with  dropsy,  and  thus  add  to  his  discomfort  as 
he  passed.  There  has  been  a  degree  of  improve¬ 
ment  in  this  matter.  It  may  be  that  in  two  or 
three  hundred  more  years  that  people  will  not 
turn  and  stare  at  a  cripple  or  deformed  man  when 
he  passes,  much  to  bis  embarrassment:  or  that 
they  will  not  ha  ha  when  one  slips  on  a  banana 
peel. 


In  some  quarters  efforts  are  being  made  to 
change  the  ratio  of  distributing  the  money  that 
was  subscribed  In  the  campaign.  To  our  minds 
this  Is  an  Impossible  thing  from  the  moral  point 
of  view.  No  body  of  men,  has  any  right  to  change 
the  objects  or  the  amount  which  Is  to  be  given 
to  each  one.  Public  announcement  was  made  as 
to  what  objects  would  share  In  the  distribution 
and  the  percentage  of  each.  The  people  gave 
their  money  for  these  things  and  in  this  ratio. 
We  are  sure  that  their  gifts  will  be  properly 
safeguarded  and  used  Just  as  they  Intended. 


Dr.  J.  R.  Hobbs  of  First  Church,  Birmingham 
writes  that  increasing  the  pastor’s  salary  is  not 
the  best  thing  the  church  baa  done  recently. 
With  a  quota  of  $60,000  the  church  raised 
$100,000,  and  will  probably  make  It  $10,000 
more.  Probably  nearly  95  percent  of  the  church 
will  subscribe.  On  Victory  Sunday  fourteen  peo¬ 
ple  Joined  the  church,  and  the  largest  congrega¬ 
tion  was  present  ever  seen  at  a  regular  service. 
The  membership  Is  less  than  70(J,  but  the  future 
looks  brighter  than  for  many'  years.  Sunday 
school  is  growing  and  the  church  will  Install  a 
$175,000  pipe  organ. 


It  Is  said  that  Mississippi  Is  one  of  only  eight 
states  which  make  no  provision  for  state  train¬ 
ing  and  custody  of  the  feeble  minded;  and  that 
feeble  minded  females  bear  an  average  of  ten 
children.  For  these  reasons  among  others  the 
Mississippi  Society  for  Mental  Hyglnene  Is  ad¬ 
vocating  a  state  appropriation  to  care  for  them. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  work  of  courts.  Jails  and 
pentenitiarles  could  be  reduced  at  least  20  per 
cent,  and  that  one  third  of  the  people  on  poor 
farms  are  feeblemlred.  The  moral  condition  of 
some  of  the  poor  farms  are  said  to  be  deplorable. 
To  correct  these  conditions  and  prevent  the  In¬ 
crease  of  the  Incompetent  is  the  purpose  of  a 
bill  to  be  drafted  In  the  next  legislature. 

Brother  8.  R.  Young  of  Pattlson  has  been 
elected  chaplain  of  the  state  pententiary.  He 
has  grace  and  wisdom  to  fit  him  for  this  Im¬ 
portant  task. 

,  The  Baptists  attending  the  State  Training  Con¬ 
ference  of  the  lnterchurrh  World  Movement  in 
Topeka,  Dec.  1-3  protested  against  what  they  re¬ 
gard  as  a  violation  of  the  letter  and  spirit  or  the 
agreement  of  conditions  upon  which  Northern 
Baptists  agreed  to  cooperate.  They  cite  specifi¬ 
cally  the  recommendations  of  the  movement  now 
being  sent  out  for  the  elimination  of  churches  of 
different  denominations  :in  a  given  community 
and  the  Joining  of  all  Chijistlans  Into  one  church. 
We  doubt  if  (here  is  a  {violation  of  conditions 
actually  agreed  upon  but  we  think  some  good 
Baptists  have  been  badly  hoodwinked.  They  have 
shut  their  eyes  and  swallowed  something  toey 
didn't  know  what.

Indications  are  that  the  Argentine  woman  is  be¬ 
ginning  to  come  Into  her  own.  At  present  there 
are  two  strong  organizations,  not  to  be  classed 
among  the  Catholic  charity  societies,  which  are 
working  for  the  uplift  and  progress  of  women. 
There  Is  also  a  body  of  women  that  is  working  for 
fair  labor  conditions.  Now  Is  the  time  for  Chris¬ 
tian  women  to  show  their  strength  and  spirit 
which  should  characterize  an  essentially  Chris¬ 
tian  organization.  As  a  general  rule,  tho  women's 
societies  In  our  churches  are  exceedingly  demo¬ 
cratic,  the  missionaries  striving  to  place  respon¬ 
sibilities  upon  the  native  women  as  much  as  pos¬ 
sible.  In  Rosario  the  societies  of  the  different 
churches  unite  periodically  for  Inspiration  and 
discussion  of  methods.  They  are  a  brave  group. 
Here  In  Buenos  Aires,  where  distances  are  great 
and  life  strenuous,  we  have  not  learned  to  come 
together  but  none  the  less  are  working  for  per¬ 
sonal  growth,  church  aid  and  missions.  In  the 
smaller  towns  the  women  are,  as  elsewhere,  the 
life  of  the  churches.
